1. TEXT BELOW AGREED ADREF BY ALL BONN GROUP REPS AT 
MEETING DECEMBER 4. FRENCH REP (PAYE) EXPRESSED DURING 
THE DISCUSSION A PREFERENCE FOR INCLUDING REFERENCE TO 
QUADRIPARTITE DECLARATION AS WAS DONE IN COMMUNIQUE OF 
DECEMBER 1972, BUT OTHER REPS SAW NO ADVANTAGE IN DOING 
SO AND IDEA WAS DROPPED. 

2. BEGIN TEXT: (A) THE MINISTERS NOTED THAT THE FRG AND 
THE GDR WERE ACCEPTED SIMULTANEOUSLY AS MEMBERS OF THE 
UN IN SEPTEMBER 1973. THEY REAFFIRMED THEIR VIEW THAT 

A SATISFACTORY DEVELOPMENT OF THE RELATIONS BETWEEN THE 
TWO GERMAN STATES, TAKING INTO ACCOUNT THE SPECIAL 
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SITUATION IN GERMANY, CAN MAKE A SIGNIFICANT CONTRIBU- 
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TION TO FURTHER RELAXATION OF TENSIONS IN EUROPE. (B) 

AS REGARDS BERLIN, THE MINISTERS PAYED PARTICULAR 
ATTENTION TO THE EXPERIENCE SO FAR GAINED IN THE 
APPLICATION OF THE QA OF SEPTEMBER 3, 1971. THEY 
REAFFIRMED THEIR CONVICTION THAT THE STRICT OBSERVANCE 
AND FULL APPLICATION OF THIS AGREEMENT MAKE POSSIBLE A 
SATISFACTORY SOLUTION OF PRACTICAL QUESTIONS IN THE 
INTERESTS OF THE PEOPLE OF BERLIN AND CONSTITUTE A 
CONDITION FOR LASTING DETENTE AND STABILITY IN EUROPE.
